’acker was recaptured from the 
C omanche Indians officially mark­ 
ed for the first time as the result 
of cerem onies held near the mouth 
of Mule Creek, ten miles north­ 
east of Crowell, Vernon and Crow­ 
ell have joined hands in a move­ 
ment to place a monument at this 
historical point and work toward 
having the fam ous battle ground 
made into a State park. Much in­

carried on through Extension Serv­ 
ice programs and 
other 
similar 
agencies. 
In the scheme of home develop­ 
ment 
Mrs. 
Schwartz 
gave 
the 
Home Altar, with the Bible and re­ 
ligious training, the place of great­ 
est prominence, then came the liv­ 
ing room, kitchen, markets, insur­ 
ance and savings, education, and 
Parent-Teacher work a 
correla­ 
tion with other community influ­ 
ences. 
Each feature of the exhibit 
was unveiled, lighted and display­ 
ed at juit the appropriate moment 
in her lecture. 
Mrs. Schwartz’s 
talk was little short of a sermon in 
moral value, and delightful indeed 
from an educational view point. 
She made a plea for less over lap­ 
ping of community influences. 
Mrs. Schwartz was followed bv

Mrs. E. C. Adams of West spoke 
on “ The Only Club In Town” and 
in my estimation gave a fine exam­ 
ple of the theory that in most in­ 
stances, one organization, func­ 
tioning properly and marshalling 
all available talent effectively, may 
accomplish more of general com­ 
munity promotion, than many or­ 
ganizations that fail to work hap­ 
hazardly and without a compre­ 
hensive community program.
